They will be buried in the lit­ 
tle cemetery at Silver creek as soon 
as they can be brought out of the 
dense fallen and crossed cedar slash­ 
ings in which they were found. Twelve 
men with axes w ill be sent out by 
General Wood to chop a way to the 
bodh** through the tangled tree trunks 
and to take them to Silver creek for 
burial. 
The bodies were terribly disfigured 
and were almost unrecognizable. One 
settler known to have been living In 
the path of the fire is still missing 
and may be dead. 
He is Joseph Bour 
geois, on 
the north 
fork of Rapid 
river. 
A few other .settlers unknown 
to the residents of Baudette also may 
have perished. 


Big Searching Party. 


The searching party which brought 
in Jorgenson's body consisted of thir 
ty-one men. any one of whom can lay 
a course through the timber at night 
anywhere in this neighborhood. They 
were the first men to clear a way for 
any distance through the hopelessly 
fallen w'oods. through which last F r i­ 
day’s fire cut.

Anxiety is felt for the safety of the 
people of Zeippel, on the southern 
shore of 
the Lake of 
the Woods, 
where it is known that the forests 
were burning two days ago.

the only injury reported from Zeippel 
is the burning of M ary Donahue, a 
schoolteacher.

has come from the east branch of 
Rapid river, where there were known 
to have been settlers. 
Some encouraging new’S has come 
in. 
Paul Morch, who was reported 
dead in earlier dispatches to some 
papers, called at the relief train for

Relief Measures Go Forward. 


W h ile gruesome evidences come in 
of the frightfulness of the disaster, 
relief 
measures

rapidly, and are well in hand, so far 
as immediate assistance to the suffer­ 
ers is concerned. 
Attorney General 
Simpson remains here as the personal 
representative of Governor Eberhart, 
who has left. 
General Wood is still 
on the job as active commander of 
the relief forces. 
Ernest P. Bicknell, 
national director of the Red Cross, is 
also here. 
A large wooden warehouse 
is being constructed near the tracks, 
under direction of Colonel Resch of 
Duluth, as fast as hammers can send 
the nails home into the wood. 
In it 
the relief supplies w ill be placed and 
assorted so that they may be issued 
with the least possible delay.
